Innovation has been the name of the game in the 
efforts of the Belle Glade Community Development 
Program (CDP) to put Maner Godfrey into new

^ . Program Director George Gartner and his staff, 
with the cooperation of the Citizens Planning and 
Advisory Committee (CPAC) found that repairing 
Godfrey's home at 537 S.W. Ninth St. was too 


expensive. 


So everyone put their heads together and came 
up with the idea of buying a new home for Godfrey. 
That isn't supposed to be legal but a way was 
found to sidestep U.S. Department of Housing and 
Urban Development (HUD) regulations to the 
satisfaction of everyone concerned...even HUD. 
odfrey's new house was installed on the lot on 
Ninth Street Monday and he and his family are 


moving in this week. 


Now Gartner believes he's found an answer to a 
seemingly insoluble problem of putting in a new 
house for Godfrey's neighbor, James Powe at 533 


S.W. Ninth St. 


Gartner said the CPAC had set up three criteria 
to be followed in any of the projects he undertakes. 
The homeowner must, no matter how poor, put 
something into the rehabilitation of his own home; 
the homeowner shouldn't make a profit and the 
project should meet the needs of the homeowner and 
the community without being arbitrary. 

Gartner said all three criteria were met in the 
Godfrey case, stressing that Godfrey is only 
borrowing the funds at low interest instead of being 
‘receiving the new home as a gift.

Then take another three guesses and decide which is 
the motto one out of four members of the Class of 
"77 has decided is enough to live by. 

How in the names of Douglas McArthur and 
Dwight D. Eisenhower can a cadet figure they've 
merely made a mistake and they should be given a 
setond chance? Yet that’s what one of the cadets 
who stands to lose his chance to become an officer 
said. 


"I will not lie, cheat or steal, nor will I tolerate a 
fellow cadet who does." But when a cadet cheats, 
he automatically makes the motto a lie and he is 
stealing a grade he hasn't earned. 

Seems fairly simple. If the mistake is an 
understanding the honor code, what kind of 
mistakes might be made in the complex warfare 
these same people might be called on to wage? 

Maybe the mistake was in being caught, a 
concept becoming more and’ more a trend these 
days.
